As a 
result of the political significance of Mr. Bourassa's 
appearance the press corps almost outnumbered the grad- 
uates. 


Another item of interest in connection with Mr. Bour- 
assa is the fact that he is scheduled to lecture at Sir 
George in the second term. The course on the Quebec 
Economy has been on the books for some time waiting for 
the right person to give it.

THE PLAIN FACT IS... 


Are you a part of the silent majority? Do you believe the world will go on without change? Or is change inevt- 
table? Are you willing to let change go on unimpeded in tts own mindless way? In today's world where many people 
mtss the good brought about by change while others suffer its evils, can anyone afford the luxury of ignoring change. 
What follows are the thoughts of ALLEN CURRIE, Alumnt Fund Campaign Chairman. 


Today, not only here, but throughout the world it is 
becoming more and more obvious that rapid change is the 
order of the day. 


No matter what field you may wish to examine, there 
are signs of this change. Technology is advancing at a 
rate which makes many products obsolete virtually before 
they are off the production line. 


The realm of science is expanding so quickly that no 
one man can keep up to date with all its recent acqui- 
sitions. 


The social order is again being called into question 
with groups either claiming retribution for past inequi- 
ties or staunchly defending the status quo. 


Irresistible force - - immovable object. 


Sir George graduates have shown that by and large they 
are people who recognize opportunity in a changing sit-— 
uation, take advantage of that opportunity, and change 
it into a positive, concrete, reality. 


Given people with these qualities we must then look 
at the institution which played such a large part in 
molding them. We must decide, each one of us, if the 
university which not only gave us a degree, but provi- 
ded us with the opportunity to taste a part of life, to 
establish relationships, and which helped to create 
within us our own outlook on life, is now worth our in- 
terest. 


There are, undoubtedly, graduates who for one reason 
or another, feel nothing towards Sir George and would, 
for these same reasons, forget the university and their 
life there completely. 


There are others of us who choose to remain interest- 
ed, concerned. For our own reasons, whether we feel 
attached because of pleasant memories, or even because 
we view the university, this university, as a microcosm 
of our society, we want to know what is happening in- 
side. 


How often, when someone has asked about Sir George, 
have we felt embarrassed because we could not answer? 
How often, when something we did not like has happened 
at Sir George, have we felt frustrated? 


Why do we, the alumni members, not make known our re- 
spective positions? Why can we not advance the aims of 
a definite group with definite ideas? 


Letters are received by the Alumni office voicing dis- 
satisfaction. Donations are withheld as a protest. 
Alumni members are obviously concerned. In fact, of 
some 10,000 graduates at least 60 turned out to the an- 
nual meeting. 


It is time now, today, to lay all the cards on the 
table. The facts are very simple. The Association of 
Alumni will never have a large voice until it contribu- 
tes largely to the university. 


Why should the university take our views into account? 
Until we can show that we are a viable, contributing or- 
ganization and not just 20 individuals wasting their 
time doing volunteer work in vain, we will not have a 
large voice. 


Why can we, the graduates of Sir George, not lend our 
assistance to pay for services, some of which might not 
otherwise be available? Why can we not support our 
Philosophy or Science? Why can we not sustain a pro- 
gram of activities? Why can we not promote projects to 
enhance the reputation of the university? 


Is it because too many of us do not care, or no long- 
er believe in the value of the kind of education provi- 
ded by Sir George? Are too many of us completely obli- 
vious or indifferent to change? Hopefully this is not 
the case because, whether we like it or not, change is 
going to happen. 


If we want to influence that change we must act now. 
We must build this association into a dynamic force. 
Every dollar we donate to the university makes our voice 
louder. With less than 15% of the graduates contribut- 
ing barely enough to keep the organization alive, our 
voice is obviously weak. 


It is, to use an old expression, time to stand up and 
be counted. If the graduates of this university are not 
interested then the 20 volunteers and the 1 full time 
employee might as well go home. 


If this is not the case, if the graduates do care, if 
they do want to make their voices heard, then it is time 
they spoke up. The only way Sir George graduates are 
going to be able to influence or direct the changes 
taking place is by supporting the Association of Alumni. 


This support may take two guises. The first is time 
and effort. For those who find this impossible, our 
other need is obviously money - lots of it. 


Ed: If you are concerned and want your voice heard, 
send us as large a cheque as you can. If you have pro- 
blems with a staeable cheque then 2 or 3 smaller post- 
dated ones will help every bit as much. We can then 
start to butld thts organization into a real voice of 
the graduates.

A great many people have complained to the Alumni Of- 
fice recently about not receiving issues of Postgrad or 
the Newsletter. What follows is the excuse... 


Computers and Money - though not necessarily 
in that order. 


Postgrad unfortunately showed itself to be an unviable 
entity in its existing form. Studies are now underway, 
however, to determine the feasibility of producing an 
economically more attractive alternative which could 
have greater appeal to its readers. Publication was 
suspended after the Fall '68 issue but hopefully, should 
the results of the study prove positive and the neces- 
sary manpower volunteers, it will be revived in the 
coming year.

S.G.W.U. SPEAKS OUT 
ON STATUS OF FRENCH 


On November 20th, Vice-Principal Academic, J. Borden 
appeared with Professor J. Whitelaw and M. Sheldon, to 
present a brief to the Gendron Commission on the status 
of French in the Province of Quebec. 


The University told the Commission of Inquiry on the 
Position of the French Language and Language Rights in 
Quebec, that immigrant and English Quebecers should be 
made aware of the economic necessity of proficiency in 
French if they are to learn the second language. 


"English-language Quebecers are today having to face 
a situation which is only too familiar to French-Cana- 
dians. In this province proficiency in French is be- 
coming a condition of employment", the brief said. 
"More and more the non-French-speaking population are 
faced with the choice of either learning to use French 
effectively or leaving the province. Our thesis is 
that it will be a major loss to the province if they 
choose the second alternative. 


The brief recommended that a study be made of the im- 
pact of the need for proficiency in French on the non- 
French population, that the results of the study be 
made public, and that the government take appropriate 
action. The brief pointed out that "it is not our in- 
tention to comment on the question of language rights 
as such", but emphasized that "practical bilingualism is 
essential to any meaningful communications" between 
French and English. 


The Gendron Commission was also told that provision 
should be made for English parents to have the option of 
sending their children to French schools if they so 
wish. "Clearly", the brief said, "the present confes- 
sional nature of the educational system is a major bar- 
rier to this, a barrier which has been encountered by a 
number of members of the University staff who wished to 
send their children for some years at least to a French 
school." 


Sir George criticized the pedagogical approach to 
French language instruction and said that the emphasis 
should be placed on practical proficiency. "We regard 
the primary and secondary schools as the levels where 
the foundation of practical linguistic competence should 
be laid, but it may well be", the brief continued, "that 
in the present circumstances such teaching should be- 
come an auxiliary activity of the university." Sir 
George stressed that these courses be set up and financ- 
ed separately "over the necessary transitional period." 


University spokesman James Whitelaw later pointed out 
in a television interview the problems of present day 
teaching methods. Materials, such as the French clas- 
sics, he said, are not relevant enough to today's needs. 
He suggested that students be given a more practical 
basis for learning French. 


The University recommended that provisional steps be 
taken to insure that high school students who graduate 
in the next few years have some proficiency in French. 
"The government should provide intensive training in 
French for such students possibly in the form of special 
summer courses in the year that they complete their sec- 
ondary education." 


Earlier in the brief, the University outlined its role 
as a Quebec educational institution: '"'The basic func- 
tion of SGWU is to serve the people of Montreal and of 
Quebec. Carrying out this function, it has grown into a 
major university... Primarily concerned with teaching, 
SGWU caters to a broad cross-section of Montreal stud- 
ents of different economic and ethnic backgrounds, and 
so is highly representative of a large section of a 
great cosmopolitan city. While it is essentially an 
English-language institution, we estimate that about 10 
per cent of the present students are French-speaking. 


However, the brief warned, "Quebec cannot afford sec- 
ond rate educational institutions. To perform its task 
satisfactorily, SGWU must be fully alert to intellectual 
progress throughout the world. It must therefore main- 
tain strong academic connections outside the province, 
participate fully in the international exchange of ideas 
and attract to its faculty able educators from all over 
the world." The University said that the bicultural 
character of Montreal had attracted many members of the 
present faculty. 


Sir George emphasized the importance of teacher ex- 
changes with the French-language universities. "A 
number of professors give courses at the Université de 
Montréal as well as SGWU. We hope to see similar rela- 
tions develop with the Université du Québec. The brief 
said that it would like to see more joint research pro- 
jects "that cross the language barrier." 


Sir George told the commissioners that the problem of 
learning French was only partially an education one. 
The University said that compulsion was not a valid pro- 
cess nor was it likely to be a successful one. Learning 
can be effective, the brief said, if persuasion is cou- 
pled with personal interest. The University suggested 
that little interest in a second language and culture 
was at present being generated in the classroom.
